GALLANT WAR RECORD. 


Major William Monaghan, Like Gen­ 
eral Funston, Swam a River at 
Risk of Life. 
Of Major William Monaghan, whose 
death was 
reported yesterday,

Wellsville Union gives the following 
facts: 
He was born in Bellaire in 
July. 1844. His parents were not able 
to give him much education and at 
an early age he was forced to shift 
for himself. 
While a soldier in the 
One Hundred and Third Ohio he par­ 
ticipated in a number of hard fought 
battles, and was shot in the hand at 
the battle of Franklin, Tenn., which 
crippled him for life. 
Monaghan, with Sidney Marsh and 
I. F. Riddle—all now 
dead—formed 
the party, which at the risk of their 
lives, swam the Duck river and burned 
the famous mill at Columbus, Tenn.

ACTIVE SPECULATION. 


Seemed Apparent' in Stock Market 


Tuesday— Some 
Relief 
in 


Money Market. 


New York, April 17.—The 
stock 
market gave evidence Tuesday that 
the speculation still retains an abun­ 
dant vitality, but 
nevertheless the 
tone was exceedingly feverish and at 
times very nervous. An opportunity 
was given during the morning to see 
the unwisdom of the speculative lead­ 
ers in having attempted to substitute 
a lot of low grade industrial stocks 
for the high grade railroads as lead­ 
ers of the market. 
The violent re­ 
lapses 
from 
Monday’s manipulated 
advances in some 
of 
these stocks 
caused considerable disorder in the 
market during the early trading. The 
decided weakness of the United Steel 
stocks on account of the reported 
threat of the president of the Amal­ 
gamated association to precipitate a 
strike had an unsettling 
effect all 
through the industrial list 
It was 
proved once agaiD that the industrial 
stocks are influenced by such a va­ 
riety of causes and conditions that it 
is hopeless to induce 
any uniform 
movement in all of them. The num­ 
ber of high priced industrials con­ 
tinued to show strength, notably Su­ 
gar and Amalgamated Copper. 
The 
dealings in the latter stock were on 
an enormous scale, and the 
price 
movement violent and erratic. There 
were 
movements in a number 
of 
stocks. 
• 
The gains by the banks from the 
sub-treasury, owing to the nigh level 
of pension payments and the buying 
of bonds by the 
secretary of the 
treasury, afford unquestioned relief 
to the money market. 
The rise in 
Chicago exchange to IO eents pre­ 
mium also reflects the turning point 
in the interior currency movement in 
favor of New York. But the signifi­ 
cant fact in the day’s money situa­ 
tion was the quick response of the 
sterling exchange 
market 
to 
the 
easier money conditions here, giving 
grounds for the conjecture that any 
increase in the available supply of 
funds in New York wili go to London 
for the purposes of the coming issue 
of consols. It is important to remem­ 
ber that this government loan, which 
is estimated at $250,000,000. as a min­ 
imum, is in excess of any loan placed 
since the French indemnity to Ger­ 
many. 
The extraordinary financial opera­ 
tions in progress in New York were’ 
again reflected Tuesday in the clear­ 
ing house exchanges, which reached 
the astounding aggregate of $445,241,- 
223, compared with the previous rec­ 
ord clearing of $437,852,980 on one day 
of last week. 
Operations in connec­ 
tion with the United States 
Steel 
syndicate s finances are supposed to 
account for these figures. 
The bond market became irregular 
Tuesday on realizing in speculative 
issues. Total sales, par value, $6,200,-

perhaps General MacArthur was not 
advised fully when he made his first 
report. 
It can be stated that the de­

and General MacArthur will be ex­ 
pected to push the trials and make a 
complete report of any and all wrong 
doing. 
Major George B. Davis, whose name 
is mentioned in the dispatch from 
Manila as being credited upon

To a 
reporter he would give no information 
when asked if he desired to reply to 
the assertion. 
He was called upon 
by the war department, however, for 
an explanation, and to an officer said 
that he knew nothing about the m at­ 
ter.

M ajor W illiam Monaghan, Like Gen­ 
eral Funston, Swam a River at 
Risk of Life. 
Of Major William Monaghan, whose 
death was 
reported yesterday, 
the 
Wellsville Union gives the following 
facts: 
He was born in 
Bellaire 
in 
July, 1844. 
His parents were not able 
to give him much education and 
at 
an 
early age 
ho was forced to shift 
for himself. 
While a soldier in the 
One Hundred and Third Ohio he par­ 
ticipated in a num ber of hard fought 
battles, and was shot in the hand at 
the battle of Franklin, Tenn., which 
crippled him for life. 
Monaghan, with Sidney Marsh and 
I. F. Riddle—all now 
dead—formed 
the party, whi< h at the risk of their 
lives, swam the Duck river and burned 
the famous mill at Columbus. Tenn. 
This mill was inside the 
rebel lines 
and was of inestim able value to them 
as a source of food supply, grinding 
all their corn and other cereals.

New York, April 17.—The 
stock 
m arket gave evidence Tuesday that 
the speculation still retains an abun­ 
dant vitality, but 
nevertheless the 
tone was exceedingly feverish and at 
times very nervous. 
An opportunity 
was given during the morning to see 
the unwisdom of the speculative lead­ 
ers in having attempted to substitute 
a lot of low grade industrial stocks 
for the high grade railroads as lead­ 
ers of the market. 
The violent re­ 
lapses 
from 
Monday’s manipulated 
advances in some 
of 
these stocks 
caused considerable disorder in the 
m arket during the early trading. 
The 
decided weakness of the United Steel 
stocks on account, of the reported 
threat of the president of the Amal­ 
gamated association to precipitate a 
strike had an unsettling 
effect all 
through the industrial list 
It was 
proved once again that the industrial 
stocks are Influenced by such a va­ 
riety of causes and conditions that it 
is hopeless to induce 
any uniform 
movement in all of them. 
The num ­ 
ber of high priced industrials con­ 
tinued to show strength, notably Su­ 
gar and Amalgamated Copper.
